TOWN  WARRANT 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rindge,  in  the  County  of 
Cheshire,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  Rindge 
Center  in  said  Town  of  Rindge  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of 
March  next  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Polls  will  remain  open  until  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  business  meeting  will  be  called  to  order  at  seven  of  the 
clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropri- 
ations of  the  same. 

Article  2.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  Overseer  of  the  Poor  and 
reports  of  all  Agents,  Committees  and  Officers  heretofore  chosen 
and  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Voters  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the 
collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name  of 
the  Town  negotiable  notes  therefore,  said  notes  to  be  repaid  during 
the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  within  the  current  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  method  the  Town  will  adopt  to 
collect  taxes. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  town  wishes  to  take  re- 
garding overdrafts  and  unexpended  balances. 


Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repeal  or  recind 
any  and  all  previous  action  taken  to  establish  a  Municipal  Electric 
Lighting  System,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  or  Electric 
Light  Commissioners  to  sell  all  plant  properties  and  equipment  with 
the  exception  of  office  equipment,  trucks,  obsolete  materials,  and 
accounts  receivables  owned  by  the  Town,  for  an  amount  not  less 
than  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00).  And  that 
the  Selectmen  and  or  Electric  Light  Commissioners  be  authorized 
to  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  the  Town  the  necessary  docu- 
ments transferring  all  right  title  or  interest  in  said  properties  to  the 
New  Hampshire  Electric  Company  or  act  in  any  relating  thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  turn  the  net  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  Municipal  Electric  Lighting  System  and  any 
and  all  other  assets  of  the  said  Municipal  Electric  Lighting  System 
over  to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  invest  said  proceeds  and  said 
assets  in  investments  allowed  by  law,  in  the  event  the  Town  passes 
article  six  above. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1000.00  to  provide  for  the  retirement  and  re- 
placement of  obsolete  and  worn  out  equipment  in  the  Highway 
Department  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $300.00  to  be  used  for  repairing 
the  Town  scales  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  the 
road  leading  off  Main  Street  in  East  Rindge  to  the  so-called 
Glimmerglass  property  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $900.00  to  be  used  to  construct 
a  vault  in  the  basement  of  the  library  for  the  storage  of  Town  rec- 
ords or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
direct  the  Rindge  Municipal  Electric  Light  and  Power  System  to 
be  extended  Northerly  up  Bowers  Hill  Road,  thence  via  Kimball 
Road  on  the  northerly  side  of  Pearly  Lake  to  provide  light  and 
power  to  premises  of  James  E.  Young,  Julia  R.  Norcross,  Hugh  M. 


Heselton,  George  R.  Anderson,  Alma  Anderson,  Harry  Avedisian, 
Philip  H.  Fleming,  Dorothy  Fleming,  Robert  E.  Rouisse,  Eva  M.

Kimball  in  order  to  supply  existing  taxable  buildings  and  en- 
courage the  development  of  further  taxable  improved  real  estate  at 
the  Northerly  side  of  Pearly  Lake,  (by  petition) 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  $500.00  to  continue  work  on  the  Town 
Map,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  remove  the 
Town  signs  located  at  the  entrance  of  Town  on  routes  119  and  202 
or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $25.00  as  a  contribution  to  a  fund  that  will  be 
used  by  the  New  Hampshire  Marine  Memorial  Commission  to 
erect  a  suitable  marker  at  Hampton  Beach  to  identify  those  persons 
who  were  lost  at  sea  while  on  active  duty  with  the  military  and 
naval  forces. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  convey  to  the 
East  Rindge  Sabbath  School  Corporation  its  right,  title  and  interest 
in  and  to  the  reversion  in  a  certain  tract  of  land  whereon  the  chapel 
is  now  situated  and  conveyed  to  the  Town  by  Arthur  J.  Wellington 
by  deed  dated  November  13,  1911  and  recorded  in  Vol.  362,  Page 
3 1  of  the  Cheshire  Registry  of  Deeds,  (by  petition) 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  a  Com- 
mittee of  three  to  gather  and  preserve  historical  records,  data  and 
personal  reminiscences  with  a  view  to  facilitating  the  preparation 
and  publication  of  a  History  of  the  Town  of  Rindge  at  some  future 
date,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  work 
of  this  Committee,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  in- 
stallation of  a  telephone  in  the  Fire  Station,  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $100.00  to  pay  for  same  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
include  this  expenditure  in  the  Annual  Budget  hereafter,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto,  (by  petition) 
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Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Fire  Wards  of  the  Town  to  purchase  a  combination 
Tank  Truck  and  Pumper,  with  hose  and  equipment,  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $15000.00,  $1500.00  of  which  is 
to  be  raised  and  appropriated  this  year,  and  the  Selectmen  be 
authorized  to  issue  term  notes  of  the  sum  of  $1500.00  each  for  the 
balance  and  one  of  said  notes  to  be  redeemed  each  year  for  the  next 
nine  years,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto,  (by  petition) 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Rindge  will  vote  to  have 
the  Selectmen  appoint  a  working  road  agent,  or  take  any  action  re- 
lating thereto,  (by  petition) 

Article  21.  To  take  up  any  matters  that  may  properly  come 
before  this  meeting.

Article  2.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Select- 
men, Overseer  of  the  Poor,  Town  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  and 
reports  of  all  Agents,  Committees  and  Officers  heretofore  chosen 
and  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers 
as  printed  with  certain  corrections  noted  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  year,  and  to  issue  in  the 
name  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes  therefore,  said  notes  to  be 
repaid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  within  the 
current  year. 

Article  3.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  current 
year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes  there- 
fore, said  notes  to  be  repaid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes 
collected  within  the  current  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  method  the  Town  will  adopt  to 
collect  taxes. 

Article  4.  It  was  voted  that  the  Town  allow  a  discount  of  2% 
on  property  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  presentation  of  bill,  or 
1%  if  paid  within  thirty  days  of  presentation  of  bill,  and  that  no 
discount  be  allowed  after  December  1st. 
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Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take 
regarding  overdrafts  and  unexpended  balances. 

Article  5.  A.  It  was  voted  that  the  total  of  unexpended 
balances  amounting  to  $607.46  be  used  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
overdrafts  and  that  the  Town  approve  payment  of  the  balance 
amounting  to  $6,873.34  out  of  surplus. 

B.  It  was  voted  that  all  special  appropriations  be 
held  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  appropriated  excepting 
the  following:

which  sums  shall  be  returned  to  the  General  Fund. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  wifi  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  provide  for  the  retirement  and 
replacement  of  obsolete  and  worn-out  equipment  in  the  High- 
way Department  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  6.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,000.00  to  provide  for  the  retirement  and  replacement  of  obsolete 
and  worn-out  equipment  in  the   Highway  Department. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $300.00  to  be  used  for 
repairing  the  Town  scales  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  7.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  $300.00 
to  repair  the  Town  scales.  An  amendment  was  made  and  seconded 
that  the  scales  be  removed  from  their  present  site  and  the  land  be 
graded  off,  to  a  suitable  level. 

The  amendment  was  carried  by  a  majority  vote. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  secure  the  assistance  of  the  State  Tax  Commission  in  re- 
appraising the  taxable  property  in  the  Town  in  order  to  secure 
greater  equality  as  between  tax  payers  and  to  insure  the  assess- 
ment of  all  property  in  the  Town  on  the  same  standard  of  value, 
raise  and   appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  to  pay  for  same. 

Article  8.     It  was  voted   to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 
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Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  or  dis- 
continue as  a  public  road  subject  to  gates  and  bars  those  sec- 
tions of  Route  No.  119  that  have  been  turned  back  to  the  Town 
by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  act  in  any  way  relating 
thereto. 

Article  9.  It  was  voted  to  discontinue,  subject  to  gates  and 
bars,  the  following  sections  of  (old)  Route  No.  119  so-called,  that 
were  turned  back  to  the  Town  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire: 
from  the  corner  in  West  Rindge  near  the  residence  of  Gertrude 
May,  west  to  the  junction  of  Route  No.  119  continuing,  at  that 
point  directly  across  Route  No.  119  past  the  residence  of  Howard 
French  to  a  point  connecting  with  Route  No.  119,  also  the  section 
leading  past  the  cottages  of  James  Williams  and  Walter  and  Grace 
Cochran  to  a  dead  end.  It  was  voted  to  abandon  that  section  of 
road  leading  off  Route  No.  119  past  the  cottages  owned  by  Sidney 
Fitzgerald,  a  distance  of  approximately  1200  feet  to  a  point  where 
it  rejoins  Route  No.   119. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  the  Jail  House,  so  called,  and  one  half  acre  of  land 
on  the  Thomas  Road,  so  called,  for  prices  to  be  determined  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen  and  execute  and  deliver  deeds 
in  the  name  of  the  Town,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  10.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  allow  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  the  jail  house,  so-called,  and  one-half  acre  of  land 
on  the  Thomas  Road. 

An  amendment  was  added,  "That  this  motion  also  include  the 
land  that  the  Town  owns  near  the  West  Rindge  School  House. 

An  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  added,  that  this  proper- 
ty be  sold  by  Public  Auction. 

The  amendments  and  original  motion  were  voted  in  the  affirm- 
ative. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $2,000.00  (representing  the  Town's  share) 
to  rebuild  the  road  from  Route  No.  119  to  the  Cathedral  of  the 
Pines,  in  co-operation  with  the  State,  or  act  in  any  way  relating 
thereto. 
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Article  11.  It  was  voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  (representing  the  Town's  share)  to  rebuild 
the  road  from  Route  No.  119  to  the  Cathedral  of  the  Pines,  in  co- 
operation with  the  State. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $500.00  to  develop 
and  lay  out  burial  lots  in  the  Hillside  Cemetery  or  act  in  any 
way  relating  thereto. 

Article  12.  It  was  voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  to  develop  and  lay  out  burial  lots  in  the  Hill- 
side Cemetery. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $500.00  for  the  repair 
of  the  belfry  and  roof  on  the  Town  Hall  building  or  act  in  any 
way  relating  thereto. 

Article  13.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  to  repair  the  belfry  and  roof  on  the  Town  Hall  Building. 

Article  14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take 
regarding  disposition  of  the  Electric  Light  Plant,  or  take  any 
action   relating  thereto. 

Article  14.  The  following  resolution  was  presented  and  voted 
in  the  affirmative  by  a  majority  vote: 

That  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners  be  instructed  to  investi- 
gate the  possibility  and  advisability  of  selling  the  Electric  Light 
Plant  and  report  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take 
in  regards  to  establishing  a  public  bathing  beach,  on  a  body 
of  water  in  Rindge,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

Article  15.  It  was  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  of  5  to  con- 
sider the  facts  in  question.  The  following  committee  was  nomi- 
nated from  the  floor:

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Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  exceeding  $500.00  to  continue  work  on  the 
Town  Map,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  16.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  to  continue  work  on  the  Town  Map. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law,  the  budget  committee  to  consist 
of  six  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  (by  petition). 

Article  17.  It  was  voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  action  on 
this  article. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  a 
building  to  be  used  for  the  Fire  Department  and  any  other  Town 
Equipment  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$12,000.00  —  $2,000.00  of  which  is  to  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated this  year  and  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  issue  term 
notes  of  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  each  for  the  balance  and  one  of 
said  notes  to  be  redeemed  each  year  for  the  next  five  years  or 
act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  18.  A  motion  that  the  Town  construct  a  building  to 
be  used  by  the  Fire  Department,  and  any  other  Town  equipment, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000.00  —  $2,000.00  to 
be  appropriated  this  year,  and  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  issue 
term  notes  of  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  each  for  balance  and  one  of  said 
notes  to  be  redeemed  each  year  for  the  next  five  years  was  made  and 
seconded. 

An  amendment  was  made  and  seconded  to  delete  the  words, 
"any  other  Town  equipment"  from  the  motion. 

The  amendment  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  by  a  majority 
vote. 

The  vote  on  the  motion  as  amended  was  by  ballot. 

154  votes  were  cast.     129  voted  yes,  25  voted  no. 

The  motion  was  passed  by  the  necessary  2A  vote  (101  re- 
quired). 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $257.00  to  purchase  a  Scott  Air  Pak  for 
use  by  the  Fire  Department  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto. 
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Article  19.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$257.00  to  purchase  a  Scott  Air  Pak  for  use  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  prepare  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  use 
of  the  Town  Dump  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  20.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  prepare  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  use 
of  the  Town  Dump. 

An  amendment  was  made  to  restrict  the  motion  to  one  year 
and  then  during  the  fire  danger  seasons. 

The  amendment  and  motion  as  amended  were  both  passed  in 
the  affirmative. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Road  Agent  to  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the 
use  of  Town  Dumps  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

Article  21.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Health 
Officer  to  enforce  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  use  of  the 
Town  Dump. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  develop  the  picnic  area,  so  called,  between  Route  No. 
119  and  the  shores  of  Crowcroft  Lake,  or  take  any  action  rela- 
ting thereto  (by  petition). 

Article  22.     It  was  voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  declare  its 
willingness  to  accept  a  one  per  cent  sales  tax  in  order  to  relieve 
the  burden  on  the  property  taxpayer  and  to  aid  education. 

Article  23.  Resolution  introduced.  Resolved  that  the  Town 
of  Rindge  would  be  willing  to  accept  a  State  wide  1%  sales  tax  that 
would  help  relieve  the  burden  on  the  property  tax  payer  and  to  aid 
education. 

The  vote  was  58  in  favor  and  68  not  in  favor  of  the  resolution. 

The  body  then  voted  favoring  a  State  income  tax. 
yes  55  —  no  49. 
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Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  Zoning  Laws  of  New  Hampshire.  That  the  area  along 
Route  No.  119  from  a  point  at  the  junction  of  the  town  road 
leading  to  Rindge  Center  near  Crowcroft  Pond  northwesterly

B.  PROGRAMS  AND  METHODS 

Two  changes  have  occurred  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year.  Mr. 
Paul  E.  Bodenstein  became  principal  and  teacher  of  grades  5  and 
6  in  place  of  Mrs.  Helen  G.  Jaques  who  is  now  teaching  grades  4 
and  5.  Miss  Virginia  Brown  resigned  in  June  to  accept  a  teaching 
position  with  the  United  States  government  in  Japan.  She  has  been 
replaced  by  Mrs.  Janet  R.  Waldo  as  teacher  of  grades  2  and  3.  Mr. 
Lawrence  A.  Castle  is  the  new  music  supervisor  replacing  Mr. 
Robert  C.  Prince. 

Mr.  Bodenstein  the  principal  and  teacher  of  grades  5  and  6 
reports  concerning  his  class  as  follows: 

"The  most  significant  activities  to  report  concerning  my  class 
are  the  provisions  made  for  individual  differences.  With  the  aid  of 
Stanford  Achievement  Tests,  it  was  revealed  that  a  wide  range  of 
achievements  and  abilities  exists.  Allowing  for  individual  differ- 
ences in  the  studies  of  reading,  arithmetic  and  language  required 
the  dividing  of  the  class  into  a  number  of  groups.  In  all  subjects, 
provisions  are  made  for  students  to  work  beyond  a  standard  mini- 
mum. By  this  method  each  pupil  is  given  opportunity  to  work  up 
to  his  capacity  in  each  subject. 

In  the  area  of  physical  education,  we  are  now  emphasizing 
supervised  group  activities  with  the  aim  of  developing  better  atti- 
tudes of  group  cooperation.  During  wintery  days,  the  gymnasium 
is  much  appreciated  for  these  activities. 

There  is  ample  evidence  to  indicate  that  our  week  at  Sargent 
Camp  was  a  worthwhile  venture.     Besides  experiencing  first  hand 
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some  of  the  things  taught  from  books,  the  children  gained  much 
in   the  way  of  personality  development  through  social  living." 

Mrs.  Jaques'  4th  and  5th  grade  class  has  had  many  interest- 
ing experiences.  She  says,  "Most  important,  of  course,  is  the  learn- 
ing of  the  basic  fundamentals  —  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic 
and  learning  to  enjoy  doing  it. 

Our  room  had  an  aquarium  given  to  us  in  which  we  have  a 
number  of  tropical  fish.  We  also  have  a  window  garden  which  was 
started  by  the  fourth  grade  science  class.  Having  living  things  in 
the  room  provide  many  science  lessons. 

At  Christmas  we  learned  carols  from  other  lands.  One  pupil 
taught  a  carol  in  her  native  language,  Danish,  which  was  much  en- 
joyed. 

When  Grade  5  was  studying  New  England  products  we  took 
a  trip  to  W.  W.  Cross  Co.  at  JafTrey  to  see  how  tacks  are  made. 
We  hope  to  make  other  trips  as  opportunities  3056/' 

In  the  second  and  third  grades,  Mrs.  Waldo  has  been  doing 
some  interesting  work  with  arithmetic.  She  reports,  "In  arithmetic 
in  the  second  and  third  grade  this  year  we  have  made  use  of  a  toy 
store.  One  pupil  relates  his  experiences  of  buying  3  cents'  worth 
of  gum  in  the  store  and  receiving  change  from  5  cents.  The  pupils 
pretend  to  buy  other  articles,  thus,  they  apply  their  new  knowledge 
to  other  social  situations  in  their  environment. 

We  have  made  several  trips  to  the  library,  about  twelve  child- 
ren going  at  one  time.  The  students  choose  two  books  of  their  own 
liking,  the  teacher  choosing  a  number  of  books  that  are  suitable  for 
the  entire  class.  When  we  return  to  school  we  all  place  our  books 
on  the  reading  table  so  that  everyone  might  have  the  chance  to  en- 
joy them.  These  trips  teach  the  children  how  to  conduct  them- 
selves in  public  places,  how  to  choose  suitable  reading  materials, 
and  how  to  care  for  these  books/' 

Mrs.  Noyes  in  teaching  her  first  and  second  grade  class  says, 
"The  academic,  emotional  and  social  lives  of  a  person  are  greatly 
dependent  upon  his  first  transitional  experience  from  home  to 
school.  If  his  first  year  at  school  gives  him  a  feeling  of  belonging, 
of  importance  and  a  sense  of  well  being,  his  full  twelve  or  sixteen 
years  of  school  life  will  be  a  pleasant  experience. 
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Our  first  work  after  a  child  enters  school  is  to  do  just  this.  We 
try  to  make  a  child  feel  that  he  is  a  part  of  the  school.  We  want 
him  to  realize  that  he  is  an  individual,  and  that  he  is  free  to  ex- 
press his  individuality.  Latent  tendencies  often  come  out  in  the 
first  or  second  year  of  school  life,  if  allowed  expression.  Self  ex- 
pression in  music,  in  art,  in  language  and  in  democratic  living, 
create  feelings  of  importance  and  of  belonging. 

These  self-directed  methods  have  shown  many  results  this  year 
in  the  entire  curriculum  of  Grades  I  and  II.  Reading  has  been  a 
pleasurable  experience.  Number  work  has  been  applied  to  every- 
day living.  The  necessity  for  spelling  and  legible  writing  has  been 
sensed.  Music,  art  and  language  have  been  periods  of  great  expec- 
tation and  joy."

PART   VI.   AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  AND 
SPECIAL   REPORTS 

A.  HEALTH 

The  aims  of  the  school  health  service  are  to  keep  the  children 
well,  to  help  promote  normal  growth,  and  to  correct  any  condition 
which  might  prevent  their  best  work  in  school. 

Dr.  Thomas  Eckfeldt  was  school  physician  at  the  time  of  his 
sudden  death  this  fall.  The  children  and  school  personnel  miss  him 
very  much.  Dr.  Sterling  completed  the  few  examinations  left  by 
Dr.  Eckfeldt,  continuing  the  policy  of  examining  the  pupils  in  the 
odd  numbered  grades  each  year  so  that  every  pupil  is  examined 
every  other  year.     He  will  examine  other  pupils  as  the  need  arises. 

The  school  physician's  examination  consists  of  a  check  up  of 
the  chest  including  heart  and  lungs.  He  checks  nose,  ears  and  eyes 
and  gives  special  attention  to  condition  of  throat  and  teeth.  He 
notes  general  appearance  of  nutrition  and  skin  as  well  as  posture. 
Each  boy  is  examined  for  possible  hernia  or  genital  abnormalities. 

The  school  doctor  does  not  treat  or  prescribe.  If  any  condition 
is  found  to  need  attention,  parents  are  notified  to  take  their  child 
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to  their  own  doctor  or  dentist  for  treatment. 

The  doctor  is  available  for  advice  in  case  of  an  epidemic  or 
other  emergency. 

The  services  of  a  full  time  nurse  are  provided  by  the  school 
board. 

Some  of  the  duties  of  the  nurse  are: 

To  see  that  each  pupil  has  a  Health  Record  and  Disease  Cen- 
sus Card. 

To  carry  out  inspection  of  all  children,  with  the  school  doctor 
in  the  odd  numbered  grades,  followed  by  notices  to  parents  and  by 
home  visits. 

To  conduct  vision  and  hearing  tests  and  carry  out  necessary 
follow  up. 

To  stimulate  clinics  and  assist  at  all  clinics:  Dental;  T.  B.;  Eye; 
Immunization  etc. 

To  assist  in  the  control  of  communicable  disease  through  teach- 
ing the  recognition  of  early  symptoms,  the  importance  of  isolation 
and  the  value  of  immunization. 

To  inspect  pupils  and  take  heights  and  weights  and  record  on 
Health  Record  Card. 

To  make  out  monthly  reports  and  records. 

To  show  the  value  of  adequate  health  supervision  and  facili- 
ties for  medical  aid  and  to  assist  in  securing  the  correction  of  de- 
fects. 

To  develop  relationships  and  to  coordinate  school  health  activi- 
ties with  resources  of  school,  home  and  community. 

To  help  conduct  spring  round-up  and  enrollment  of  entering 
pupils,  with  a  complete  health  history  entered  on  the  Health  Record 
Card,  as  well  as  a  screening  of  vision,  hearing  and  general  health. 

To  act  as  a  visiting  teacher,  the  link  between  home  and  school. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  CONTROL 

We  still  have  problems  with  communicable  disease,  including 
colds. 

Children  who  show  signs  of  communicable  disease  should  re- 
main at  home  until  fully  recovered  or  until  the  family  doctor  has 
been  consulted.     Sending  a  half-sick  child  to  school  for  the  teacher 
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or  nurse  to  inspect  is  dangerous  for  the  child  and  exposes  other 
children  to  the  infection  before  the  ill  child  can  be  taken  home  to 
the  parents. 

The  child  should  not  be  sent  to  school  with  one  or  more  of  the 
symptoms  of  a  communicable  disease,  such  as: 

Coughing  and  sneezing;  a  newly  wet  running  nose;  red  watery 
eyes;  sore  or  inflamed  throat;  headache;  vomiting;  or  general  mal- 
aise. Fever  or  rash  should  be  looked  upon  as  signs  of  communi- 
cable disease. 

Children  who  came  in  on  a  bus  should  have  careful  inspection 
before  leaving  home.  Parents  should  keep  these  children  home  if 
they  show  any  symptons  of  illness.  The  close  contact  involved  in 
the  transportation  of  such  children  if  ill,  and  the  difficulties  in  re- 
turning such  children  home,  calls  for  the  closest  cooperation  be- 
tween home  and  school. 

DENTAL  CLINIC 

A  dental  clinic,  sponsored  by  the  school  board,  with  very  limited 
funds  was  conducted.  The  children  were  transported  to  Dr.  Moore's 
office  in  Jaffrey  each  Friday  morning,  during  the  fourteen  weeks  the 
clinic  was  operated,  by  the  school  nurse.  Twenty-five  children,  who 
would  not  otherwise  have  received  dental  attention  were  treated  at 
the  clinic,  with  twenty  children  having  all  work  completed.  The 
money  ran  out  before  the  other  five  could  be  completed.  This  in- 
volved eighty-one  appointments.  Many  were  left  on  the  waiting 
list.  There  will  be  even  less  money  for  the  work  this  year.  All 
parents  who  are  able  to  get  their  children  to  their  own  dentists  are 
urged  to  do  so.  Good,  well  cared  for  teeth  are  very  important  to 
good  health. 

SALK  POLIO  VACCINE  IMMUNIZATION 

The  report  on  the  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  immunization  showed 
Grades  1  and  2  36  pupils;  Received  shots  29;  Absent  with  illness  2; 
Permission  withdrawn  5.  In  October  this  fall,  23  received  their 
second  shots,  3  were  ill,  and  three  had  moved  away. 

Where  needed  glasses  were  obtained  for  pupils  who  could  not 
otherwise  afford  them.  Improvement  in  school  work  was  noted  in 
those  pupils  who  had  not  been  seeing  well  before  the  fitting.

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B.   HELPING  TEACHER'S  REPORT 

The  Helping  Teacher's  role  of  counsellor,  specialist  and  con- 
sultant to  the  professional  staff,  school  boards  and  parents  and  to  the 
community  at  large  has  one  major  objective  and  that  is  the  improve- 
ment of  the  educational  growth  and  development  of  the  children 
in  our  schools.  In  trying  to  analyze  what  growth  and  development 
has  occured  during  a  year  one  must  look  back  to  see  what  has  been 
done  in  order  to  measure  its  relationship  to  the  outcomes.  Often  the 
outcomes  are  not  easy  to  see  at  a  given  time  but  are  occurring  all  of 
the  time  and  not  all  at  one  time. 

What  are  some  of  the  things  your  helping  teacher  has  heen  do- 
ing this  year  with  the  preceding  objectives  in  mind? 

1.  Over  three  hundred  visits  have  been  made  to  classrooms  in 
the  supervisory  union  for  the  purposes  of  supervision,  obser- 
vation and  help. 

2.  Innumerable  conferences  have  been  held  with  principals, 
supervisors  and  nurses. 

3.  There  have  been  some  30  cases  of  children  requiring  special 
help  because  of  retardation  or  reading  difficulties. 

4.  Many  conferences  have  been  held  with  groups  of  teachers 
for  the  purposes  of  studying  and  improving  the  curriculum 
notably  in  the  areas  of  English,  Social  Studies,  Languarge, 
Arts  and  Arithmetic. 

5.  A  seminar  on  reading  was  arranged  for  elementary  teachers, 
parents  and  school  board  members  at  which  Anna  Gillingham 
of  New  York  and  Dr.  Helen  Murphy  of  Boston  presided.  At 
this  seminar  teachers  had  an  opportunity  to  discuss  freely 
current  problems  in  reading  instruction. 

6.  Interviews  of  six  children  under  the  required  entrance  age 
were  arranged  and  conducted  in  September. 

7.  Over  fifty  conferences  were  held  with  parents  regarding  prob- 
lems or  special  help  for  their  children. 

8.  Talks  were  delivered  to  different  P.  T.  A.'s  by  your  Helping 
Teacher. 

9.  Last  years  new  teacher's  handbook  was  revised  and  brought 
up  to  date. 

10.     A  monthly  bulletin  was  published  for  all  teachers  and  princi- 
pals during  the  year.  It  included  suggestions  for  the  improve- 
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ment  of  instruction  and  contained  inspirational  items  as  well 
as  lists  of  new  texts  and  materials  available  to  all  teachers. 

11.  Worked  with  special  committees  of  the  Supervisory  Union 
Board  in  providing  statistical  and  other  information  concern- 
ing retardation  and  remedial  reading. 

12.  Interviewed  and  corresponded  with  over  thirty-five  candidates 
for  the  twenty  vacancies  in  the  various  schools  of  the  supervi- 
sory union  this  year. 

13.  Worked  with  teachers  who  had  special  problems  in  the  class- 
room. 

14.  Worked  with  teachers  in  helping  to  determine  those  children 
who  have  reading  difficulties  and  worked  out  ways  of  help- 
ing these  children. 

15.  Administered  tests  to  children  having  reading  difficulties. 

16.  Arranged  for  special  help  for  children  who  needed  it  outside 
the  classroom. 

17.  Participated  in  local  and  state  teachers  meetings  as  a  speaker 
and  consultant. 

1 8.  Attended  school  board  meetings. 

19.  Reviewed  new  textbook  material  and  made  recommendations 
for  changes  where  it  was  felt  an  improvement  could  be  made. 

20.  Attended  summer  school  for  professional  improvement,  taking 
courses  in  elementary  and  high  school  supervision. 

What  are  some  of  the  things  which  have  heen  happening  .  .  . 

1.  As  a  result  of  teacher  conferences  a  unified  Social  studies  pro- 
gram was  worked  out  for  grades  1-12  in  our  schools. 

2.  Individual  techniques  of  teaching  reading  in  order  to  help 
all  children  have  been  introduced  and  are  being  actively  used 
in  some  of  our  schools. 

3.  An  outline  for  the  English  program  was  worked  out  for 
grades  7-12  in  one  of  the  high  schools. 

4.  Two  teacher  study  and  survey  groups  were  organized  and  will 
be  working  during  the  current  school  year:  one  in  the  area 
of  language  arts  (reading,  spelling,  writing)  and  arithmetic, 
the  other  in  the  area  of  reporting  to  parents. 

5.  A  pilot  program  in  the  teaching  of  geometry  was  introduced 
into  our  high  schools. 
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6.  An  experimental  program  to  improve  the  teaching  of  spelling 
was  introduced  into  one  of  the  elementary  schools. 

7.  In  arithmetic  tests  administered  by  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  pupils  in  our  upper  elementary  grades  scored 
higher  than  the  state  and  national  averages. 

What  are  some  of  the  things  observed 

1.  In  spite  of  the  many  criticisms  which  have  been  leveled  at 
public  schools  throughout  the  country  this  year  on  the  score  of 
reading  instruction  and  curriculum  our  schools  have  contin- 
ued to  grow  and  to  look  for  ways  of  improving.  Not  only 
have  we  been  working  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  curriculum 
but  we  are  at  present  continuing  our  study  of  all  areas  of  the 
curriculum. 

2.  Our  school  facilities  have  greatly  improved  and  this  is  a  great 
aid  to  instruction.  This  makes  for  a  great  difference  in  teacher 
and  pupil  morale. 

3.  The  two  committees  appointed  by  the  Supervisory  Union 
Board  to  study  the  needs  of  Remedial  Reading  Instruction  and 
help  for  retarded  children  as  recommended  by  the  Helping 
Teacher  did  a  splendid  job  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  people  of 
the  various  communities  will  back  the  school  boards  when 
they  ask  for  money  in  their  individual  budgets  to  take  care  of 
these  two  great  needs  in  our  schools. 

This  has  been  a  very  rewarding  year  for  the  Helping  Teacher. 
The  wonderful  cooperation  of  the  Superintendent,  Principals, 
Teachers,  School  Board  Members,  Parents  and  citizens  of  the  vari- 
ous communities  have  made  it  possible  to  do  the  job  of  "helping" 
with  dispatch  and  meaning.
